Ma,vor Samuels called the meet- 
ing to order; Mr. Henry R. Prew- 
itt was chosen ns Chairman and 
Mr. Larl W. 8entf was made Sec- 
retary. Mr. Bosley, City. Engi- 
neer of .Ashland, was then asked to 
a Id res-! the inot tinir .ind tell sonio- 
tliir,^ about the construction and 
cost of brick streets in bis city. 

Ke said tliat the cost of paving 
material ha I advanced cpiitea nood 
lioal in recent years, and that the 
price bid by contractors per square 
yard vjiried slightly according to 
the lunount of the work done; 
however, he said that the work 
done at Asiiland last year cost $1.94 
per square yard, including every* 
thing, and tiiat he didn't think it 
would cost any more, if as much, 
in Ml. Sterling. 

. As to* the conatructton of brick 
streets Mr. Bosley said Brst the 
streets are irraded properly and 
rolled until a hard, oval surface is 
formed and then six inches of con- 
crete is spread and alloweil li> set; 
upon this a cushion of two inches 
of sand is spread and then the vit- 
rified bricks are laid and rolled 
with a l)eavy roller; upon this a 
thin solution of sand and cement is 
poured and washed down between 
the crevices; after this sets the 
street is completed. 

.Mayor Samuels then rea<l .some! 
letters from property owners of 
Ashland and Huntington setting 
forth the advanta<!es of brick 
streets. One of tliesf letters was 
from a gentleman who owns prop- 
erty here and he said he would 
gladly pay his part if the streets 
were paved. 

Messrs C. C. Ciienault, (j. H. 
Strother and Johti W. William, 
who composed the committee that 
went to Ashland and Huntintjton, 
each then made a short talk on 
what the people of those two cities 
thoaght about their street*. Mr. 
Chenault said that the people of 
Ashland thought so much of paved 
streets that it was hard for the 
Coundl to left oontraots as faat is 
the petitions for paved streets 
came in from the residents. 

Mr. W. B. White then explained 
the law goyerninff 'the paving of 
city streets, which gives the prop- 
erty owners the privilege of paying 
cash without interest within thirty 
days after the oompletion of the 
work or paying in yearly install- 
ments of one-tenth per year with 
interest at six per cent. Under 
thk ^au tio hardship wonid be 
worked on any one. 

Chairman Prewitt then took a 
vote on the proposition of brick 
streets tor the whole town and 
('•■ ;ybody in the room stood up. 
VVith the permission of the meet- 
ing he then appointed a committee 
to drcnlate a petition among the 
property owners and to pressnt 
same to the City Council. 

The meeting was then adjourned 
and all present left the ooart room 
heartily in favor of brick streets.

There is 
small temptation to carry hoirs 
along in thin flesh aftei thev arc 
yrovvthy enoii<rh fof tinishino'.

According to 
the most careful estimate so far 
reported it is thought that the 
stock of hogs in this country in- 
creased last year only about ;) per 
cent. .Meanwhile the farniers wh<» 
followed the sensible reasoning 
that the time to retain breeding 
stock is when everyone else wants 
to sell it, have reaped a uieiited 
reward for their wisdom. They 
not o:ily escaped the loss which 
would have accompanied the forc- 
ing of their herds on the market 
during the sriut, but they had a 
surtilus of normal size to sell when 
scarcity developed.

''Examine vour hens for lice and 
mites even in cold weather. They 
often stick closer i(j the fowl and 
suck more blood then than the 
same numljer would in warm 
weather. Go over them with 
.some tfood lice powder. ^Mvin^ 
them a thorough dusting. It will 
pay fur iIk^ trouble and time in 
liealih and increased cui[ produc- 
tion. 

In severely cold weather it pays 
to warm the water for the laying 
liens. Nothiny checks the eyj! 
supply so surely and quickly as 
for the hens to be compelled to 
driiik ice water when the weather 
is alreaily cold enough to pinch 
their vitality severely. Our plan 
used to be to put warm water into 
the vessels three times a day in 
cold weather and we found it 
-would pay well for all the tiouble 
in holding up the egg supply. 

It pays to keep a supply of urit. 
oyster shells and charcoal before 



the fowls. The more vou can 

<oax your laving liens to eat and 
assimilate, the more material she 
will have to turn into eggs. This 
means grindiiii- up a great deal of 
food, w iiii li tilt' grit helps to do. 
The oyster shell furnishes lime for 
the eggshell, while the chareoal is 
good as an assistant to digestion 
and as bowel corrective. 

During the winter, if tiie fowls 
are canlined, the tendency is to 
overfeed with grains and under- 
feeil with vegetable foods, which 
are fidly as neces«ar.v for lin- 
iowls. For iliis purpose nothing 
is superior to alfalfa leaves, either 
dry or steamed. So is it, that 
eastern poultrymen are paying as 
hiuh as !<05 a ton for cut alfalfa, 
which is not as good as the leaves, 
as all the hay is used in making it. 
.\ny of the 10 jt crops, sugar or 
stock beets, turnips or carrots, 
cabbage, potatoes, onions, waste 
apples, »ill be eijuaiiy welcome 
and beneticial to the fowls. 

An iii'-iibator is i'lioui tlie tiisi 
lldng that follot^s an attempt to 
interest father in the chicken 
business. If lie is a progressive 
farmer tlio next tiling will be h 
pure-ured stiaiu of fowls replac- 
ing the old scrub stock. The 
chicken business from this time 
forth will be on a paying l>asis. 
Cio to the farmers' institute and, 
hear the newly fawakened chicken j 
cranks talk chickeli. Mother's j 
old fasiiioiied wa.y of i|iiietiy rear- 
ing a few chicks to supply table 
and take the places of a few old 
hens, is not intensive enough for 
the present. Dotiie business on 
a little larger scale this year.

Camphor Trees. 

C'aniplior is now very largely 
used in manufaeturcs, and the 
government is grtMitiy interested 
l)ecause It is necessary in making 
smokeless powdci'. The supply 
comes m o s t 1 y from the 
island of Formosa, although Japan 
and China furnish some. And as 
the tiees are cut down and proper 
replanting is not known, a situa- 
tion confronts the world. Ex- 
periments have been made in 
raising camidior trees in this 
country. Fivelunidred aereshave 
been planted and the trees are 
growing so well that the esperi* 
ment is a success and more 
are being planted. 



Beef rrNKtlM m NHH-mcei 

Evidence that beef cattle can b* 
ijred and matured at a proHt on 
high-))riccd cornbelt land is uni- 
formly emphatic. At intervals a 
drove of fat steers, bred and fed 
in ihiU section, is marketed and at 
periods when feeders de^eudeut on 
the stocker trade for material 
complain of loss. These some- 
wliat infref|uent demonstration^ 
liuit iirceding is proKtabie uieoi 
peculiar interest when beef ma- 
kers' losses are attributable wholly 
to tlie l)igli fost of stoeker cattle. 
An iiihtanee was recorded in Ciii- 
cago when \V. .V. \\ estover. of 
.Montgomery county, la., mark- 
eted four loads of Hereford steers, 
averaging 1,515 pounds, at SC. 90 
per cwt., the top of the session. 
I They were mostly three and four- 
i year-olds, some pure-bred and 
I other grades, and the leeder. who 
speaks with all the authority war 
ranted by 18 years' experience, 
said that Ills process was immeiu> 
ii'a'.ly snpcrioi' to that of buying 
siockers. Montgomery county is 
in the southwestern part of Iowa. 
If l)eef can be proOtably made 
there from lirecdiny to falten'ng 
it is possil)k' elsewhere in the corn- 
belt. The producer of these cat- 
* le Kgures that when out on part 
teed last August at an average 
weight of l.o;;i> pounds, the actual 
cost not to exceed $4 per cwt., or 
around #40 per head. Cattle of the 
.same weight and (pnilily i ould not 
have iieen l)ought on the market 
at $t> per cwt. at that time, and 
would have been difficult to get m 
any event. This gave the breeder 
an advantage of fully S'2 per cwt. 
over llie puichaser on the open 
market at the outset. 

The cattle were fed 88 to 35-cenl 
corn and made an averaije .eaii! of 
nearly four pounds per day from 
the time they went on full feed, 
.\'oveml)er l.'>. They gained stead- 
ilv. Iieing sul)jci t to none of the 
siirink inseparable from going 
through the stocker market. In 
the finishing process corn consump- 
tion was about 00 bushels i)ei- 
head, a further demonstration 
that the operation was profitable. 
It will be asked why they were 
not beefed in the yearling staiie. 
Mr. Westover says that plan 
would be more profitable if he 
handled only a load or so each, 
season. Init as he uses 1.1'"' ;ir)i <. 
mostly in grass, and is comoelled 
to depend on hired help, exi)e- 
ricnce has taught him that n)arK- 
eting matured cattle is best under 
Ins conditions.

To cored 
the impression that beef cattle 
cannot be profitably produced on 
high-priced land it is neces.surily 
merely to .secure the testimony of 
those who are doing it. And Mr. 
Westover's prediction is tbe in- 
dustry is on the eve of expansion. 
Already breeding herds are being 
founded in his county by farmers 
who have been convinced.

tcrity but of themselves. MIe.

a publisher who would print her 
sentimental outporings for genera- 
tions of unborn readers to liii^'er 
over, (ieorge Sand was fond of 
making her characters, male and 
female, indite long passages of 
eloquence to each other, but she 
never was able to make them e.\- 
press the depth of feeling reached 
in the letters exchanged between 
her and Alfred de Musset in the 
course of their disastrous intimacy. 
Babcac never approached in his 
tifty-odd volumes the heights of 
emotion revealed in the famous 
collection of letters to his Etran- 
ger, the Polish ladv Mine, ilanska, 
who after seventeen years of cor- 
resDondence became bk wife only 
a few months before his death. 

The {jrcatest love-stories in his- 
tory and in literature arc still 
those that are genuine, and no 
love-letters have equalled those 
written not in wooing fortune but 
in wooing a woman.

Profit By New Ratc—Postmaslfr 
General Hitchcock Show s Lf- 
ferts of the BHI. I 

Postmaster Walker, of Lexing- 
ton, has received a communicatioti 
from Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock in reifard to the new postal 
bill now fiendin^; in Totiuress, 
raising the rate on the canying of 
magnzines which carry advci- 
tising. 

No Kentucky publications will 
be effected l>y the law, the letter 
says, as all of the seveuty-six 
periodicals, other than newspa- 
pers, published in the State are 
exempt, ami no newspapers will 
be affected. Under the new bill 
sixteen periodicals will be enabled 
to car ry ad\ rtisinc: for tlie liist 
time. The < onimunication in full 
follows: 

"From an analysis of the sev- 
enty-six periodicals, othei' than 
newSpuuers, Journals ami the like, 
published In Kentucky and ad 
mitted to tli(> mails as second class 
matter with I lie lu ivileye of car- 
rying advertisements, it appears 
that not one will be affecteil by 
the section of tlie pending postal 
bill providiiiii for increased post- 
a<>e on the advertising pages of 
ina;<aicines. 

"The higher rate does not ap- 
ply to new.s|.:ipers of any kiiid. in- 
cluding farm j>)urnals and >iniilar 
iHiblications that print current in- 
formation of news value, nor does 
it affect pei iMilicals that mail less 
than 4.'"*n |M,iiii(ls at each is>,ue. 
us happens ii. he the case with 
everv one of the seventy-six Ken- 
tucky periodicals now carryii.g 
uilvertisemeiits. 

"On the oilier hand the pro- 
posed legislation will grant for the 
lirst time in sixteen |>oriodical> 
pul)lished ih Kcnln-kv tlie liLdit 
to carr.y ailvertisetnents. These 
sixteen periodicals, a li.st of wliich 
follows, fall into the category oi 
periodicals ji-liiiitted to the second 
class withoni the udverti>in;i pi ivi- 
le>>e under the act of Jul.\ It:.
